HILE the Salaries Com- 

migalon report may not 
satisfy everyone who hoped 
vr expected to benefit from 
ite recommendations, the 
pulnstaking «manner in 
which the Commission 
carricd out its complicated 
tank is perfectly upparent, 
und none will seriously 
deny that the broad 
principles adopted for the 
investigation were sound 
and realistic. The three 
must important objectives 
which the Commission has 
endeavoured to attain ure: 
(vu) consolidation of a fair 
and practicable’ percentage 
of HCL Into basic pay; 
(b)) application of a common 
cost of living Index for 
computing future HCL 
alluwances; (¢) standardis- 
ation of salary  seales 
throughout Government 
departments, An additional 
proposed benefit for the 
lower bracket employees is 
u monthly rent atlowance 
pending the provision of 
housing accommodation. 
There 1s nothing revolu- 
tlonary or unique about 
consolidated salaries; the 
systern has for some con- 
siderable time past been 
employed by many of the 
Colony’s Jeading business 
firms, and if ftovernment 
aecepts thia recommenda- 
tlon «which, in view of the 
Commission's terms of 
reference [t surely must) 
it will merely be putting its 
employees in line with 
many others in private 
business houses. 


MANIFESTLY it wags not 
AVE the principle of consolida- 
tlon which caused any 
worry te the Commission, 
but the extent to which 
consolidation should — be 
applied, particularly as 
with some Government 
workers the system — is 
alrendy operative, and 
beenuase it was evident from 
the start that variations in 
Its applicability were 
inevitable. In the final 
analysis the element of 
consolidation fluctuates 
from n minimum of 69% to 
n maximum of 26%, the

“The (East) German Democratic Gov- 


ernment is to have the freedom to. decide, 


by itself on its interior and exterior re 
lations, including thé question of relations 
with West Germany,” the declaration said. 
“Russian troops would remain stafion- 
ed in East Germany and Russia would 
retain those functions springing from its 
duties ‘in protecting security and those 
resulting from four-Power agreements.” 

The East German Government: has pledged 
itself to acknowledge the duties resulting from the 
Potsdam Agreement and: those in connection with 
the temporary stationing of Soviet troops on East 
German territory, the declaration said.. 

The functions of. the Soviet High Commis- 
sioner in Germany are restricted to questions 
related to security and keeping of contacts with 
the United States, British and French authorities 
in Germany as far as all-German questions are 
concerned.—Reuter.

To Join Ship 


Vancouver, Mnrr. 25, 

The crew-men of the Dutch 
freighter Amstelstal agreed to- 
day to man the vessel on_ its 
return Journey from Van- 
ceuver to Japan after the ship's

Says MacMahon Ball 


New York, Mar, 26. 
The Professor of Political 


Science at Melbourne Uni- 
versity, Mr W. MacMahon 
Ball, — questioned today 
whether Japanese — trade 
with Communist China 
would solve Japan's econo- 
mie problems. 

Writing in the. liberal weekly, 
“The Nation,” he sald that in- 
ereused trade with Red China 
would be “of great importance’ 
te Japan, but doubted that it 
would be the ecvonomle panacea 
that “sorne influential leftists” In 
Japan have pictured. 

“It seems tome to be still 
uncertain whether Communist 
China would be prepared to 
trade with Japan to the extent 
that would enable Japan to be- 
come an economically und politi- 
cally independent foree In Asia,” 
he wrote. 

Mr MuacMahon Ball said, “It 
would surely be impetuous and 
unrealistic for the Japanese 
Government to fing off the 
American embrace until it has 
a firm and sizabls Peking trade 
ugrecment in its pocket.” 

He was a British Common~ 
wealth member of the Allied 
Control Commission ‘in Japan Ine 
the carly years of the occupa~ 
tion. He returned to Japan 
recently after being absent since

FROM THE CUTTING OF ‘NOTCHES TO THE SPLITTING OF ATOMS 


100 YEARS ¢ 
CIVIL SERVICE 


By Peter Lovegrove 


HE = dignified Gothie 


building of the 


T present Houses of 


Parliament at Westminster, 
with its forest of pinnacles, 
spires and towers, is only 
just over a hundred years 
old. The previous — edifice, 
where Lords and Commons 
had held their meetings for 
nearly five centuries, was 
destroyed in a disastrous 
fire—caused by the careless- 
ness of workmen burning 
old tally-sticks painstuking- 
ly notched by ‘generations 
of civil servants. 

The complicated and lelsure- 
ly system of revording  puy- 
mentgy made to the Exchequer 
by cutting notches in uo plece of 
elm wood and then splitting 1 
actually survived until 1826, 
An 18th century document des- 
ertbes the procedure thus:— 

“Payments there to be made 
to the Teller, who writes a Bill 
thereof In Parchment, expressing 
the Sum in Ictters, and throws 
it down through a Pive Into the 
Tolly Court, where the Tally 
Cutter makes a Tally thereof, 
Then the Auditer writes on the 
Tally a Duplicate of the Bill, 
and expresses the sum in 
Notches, and the Cherk of the 
Rolls enters the Bill in his Book; 
then the Scriptor Talllar reads 
the Tally, the Clerk of the Rolis 
looking in his Book to see how 
they agree; and thereon the 
Chamberlains strike the Tally, 
ic, divide and separate it, and 
giving the Stock to the Party, 
keep the Foil themselves, and 
the Bill is taken away and filed 
by the Auditors.” 

Mr Wyn Griffith recalls this 
quaint system, and many other 
strange ond entertaining detalls 
of how the Government's day~ 
by-day business vag. conduclad 
in byegone years, In his pamph- 
Jet “The British Civil Service, 
1954-1954," just published to 


celebrate the centenary of = the 
Northcote - Trevelyan Report, 
which Inid the foundations of 
the Clvil Service as we know it 
today, 

Some accounts were kept in 
Lutin or in Roman naumerals— 
which proved hard to balance, 
All other documents had uto be 
copled by “casual writers,” who 
were called  “fourpenny’s” — or 
“tenpenny’s" accordimg to their 
hourly rates of pay, The Service 
was still « tragmentdry — in 
character: officials were confined 
to the brunch er offlee — they 
entered; there was narrow de- 
purtmentalism and = waste of 
manpower, 


Worst Feature 


UT by for the worst feature 

of the administration was the 
system of patronage us a means 
of entry Inte Crown employment. 
There were no competitive 
examinations, new entrants had 
to depend on an influential 
patron to get a Job, and: there 
wos also a brisk ‘business Mm 
buying and selling offices. Some 
sinecure posts, executed by a 
deputy, were held for Ife, and 
considered os property and given 
as a provision for children, 

The Merquis of Buckingham, 
for instance, was only ten years 
old when he was appointed 
Teller of the Exchequer, a post 
worth £20,000 oa year. An 
certain officials—such as the 
Paymasicr of the Land Forces 
and the Treasurer of the Navy 
—~also acted as bankers, for 
their own benefit, with the 
public money - entrusted to 
them, 

Edmund Burke thundered 
against the system in the last 
quarter of the 18th. Century, 
once describing the Board of 
Trade as “a sort of gently ripen- 
Ing hothouse, where eight 


Members of Parllament reccive 
sulotics of £1,000 a year, for a 
certa!n given time, for dotng 
little, In order to mature ot ao 
proper season a claim ‘for 
£2,000, to be granted for doing 
less." * 

But it had lasted for hundreds 
of years—Chaucer, for instance, 
nominally held three Govern- 
ment posts at the same time— 
and jt was not until the 
Trevelyan-Northcote Report and 
the revelation of Incompetence 
in the Crimean War that reforms 
began to be made. 

The Civil Service Commission 
was formed in 1855 to examine 
candidates already nominated, 
and in 1870 came the introduc- 
tion of the Open Competitive 
Examination, Order and 
uniformity were brought Into 
the working methods of the 
Service under the Increasing 
control of the Treasury. Type- 
writers gradually made their 
appearance, though the copying 
of letters by hand did not 
entirely disappear untill World 
War One. 

‘ After 1919 came the sotting 
up of the National 
Council, consisting of an ‘official’ 
side made up of high officials, 
and ao ‘staff’ side drawn from 
representatives of Staff organisa- 
tiong and unions, which 
established the principle of joint 
consultation and practleal co- 


d operation in matters of recruit- 


ment, and 
conditions, 

In 1854, there were only 17,815 
civil servants. Owing to the 
vast increase of work thrown on 
the Service by the great new 
measures of social: legislation in- 
troduced by successlye Parlja- 
ments, they had grown to 100,000 
by the turn of the century, 150,000 
by 1914, 387,000 by 1939, and 
704,000, of which nearly half 
were women in April 1945. To-

duy tho figure has dropped to 
657,385, but it refers to non- 
Industrial staff only—the Post 
OMce and the Service and 
Supply departments also employ 
about 430,000 industrial workers. 

At the top of this pyramid 
are §,000 Administrative staff, 
who advise Ministers on the 
formulation of new policy, and 
co-ordinate,” administer and 
control the various departments, 
“Thoy are not public figures and 
their names rarely aopear In the 
Press,"‘ssys Mr GriMth, “They 
shun publicity and are content 
to remain, as far as the outside 
world Is concerned, as a rucces= 
sion of Grey Eminences In the 
shadow of a scries of Ministers 
of the Crown. Their hours of 
work are long and uncertain, 
their work travels heme 
with them, ond they cannot 
shed thelr responsibilities for 
any length of time.” 


Wide _ Range 


EXT in the hierarchy are 
10,000 Exccutive class offi- 
cials, “whose work includes al- 
most everything above routine 
arid below formulation of policy,’ 
ard professional, scientific and: 
technical speciplists whose ac- 
tivities extend “from splitting 
atoms to splitting hairs over a 
legal clause.” There are about 
200,000 Clerical OMicers, and the 
Post Office, with its many 
ramifications, accounts for most 
of the remainder. 

“The range of occtipations 
entrusted to the Civil’ Service is 
naw so wide that it Is no wonder 
the ordinary man finds difficulty 
in forming a mental picture of 
it,” writes Mr Griffith, “Their 
duties range ‘from Issuing a

EXPLAINS PROCEDURE 


Mr Mardulyn, who had dealt 
with exchange applications in

Once an applicant had 
acquired US dollars and sold 
them to an authorised bank, he 
was given an acknowledgment, 
valled an exchange certificate, 
clearly mentioning the amount 
sojd and the person or firm. who 
had sold. 

With the permit and exchange 
certificate in his possession, oO 
holder «as entitled to go to any 
authorised bank in Hongkong 
and there purchase for imme- 
diate or forward delivery part 
er total of the amount in US 
dollars mentioned in the ex- 
change permit ‘because it might 
so happen, and frequently did 
happen, sald witness, that the 
amount of the exchange certi- 
ficate was far in excess of the 
amount of the exchange permit. 
In other words, one certificate 
might be used for several pur- 
poses, he sald. 


OBJECTION 


After witness had gone on ‘to 
enlarge on the procedure, Mr 
Percy Chen, for plaintiffs, ask- 
ed the Court to record his 
formal objection to the-evidence 
as to what the Exchange Con- 
troller did or did not do.
